Calpyso Dance - Originates in Trinidad and accen- 
tuates the gaiety of the Trinidadian 
people as is very evident during Car- 
nivale 


Jab Malaisse ~ A carnival dancee Usually done by 
an organized group of people who are 
the first to come out on the street 
during Carnivale A dance of the Demons, 


Jumping Dance A traditional Bahamian dance, per-= 
& - formed to the pulsating beat of goat~ 
Ring Play skin drums mostly done during "Goombay" 


summer, and Christmas "Jonkanoo", two 
traditional Bahamian celebrations. 


Reggae Dance -~ Modern Jamaican dance. Free flowing 
movements, indicative of lifestyle of 
the average Jamaican. Originated from 
the ghetto life of the city. 


Dialect Poetry - Jamaican folklore poetry written by 
Louise Bennett. "Cuss-Cuss" depicts 
an on-going conflict between two womene 
In the poem, one woman curses another 
who stands almost defenseless, "Free 
Movement" is a cultural and political 
piece relating to the freedom of 
movement of people and culture in the 
Caribbeane 


Shango Dance - Traditional semi-religious ritual 
practised in Trinidad and other Cari- 
bbean islandse The setting for this 
dance is the backyard of a rural 
Trinidadian house, with the sacrificing 
of a goat accompanied by feasting and 
drumminge Drums activate "spirits" 
within the participants who then are 


controlled and directed by 
these "spirits". The spirits can 
be used for good or for evil, eege 
to protect the village from evil 
demonse 


Piqué Dancers = Specialized in African movements.
